In 1875 Nie 
coladze, Who bad made « mark as contributor 
to the Golos, wentto Tiflis with the express 
purpcese of fighting there tbe battle of the 
Russian provincial press. Beiween the lat- 
ter avd therewspapers of thetwo capitals a 
maiked difference exists. The Golos, Mos- 
cow Gozeltte, and other large newspapers of 
St. Petersbuig and Moscow, are allowed to 
publish their news and articles without pre- 
viously submitting them to the Censor, while 
the provincial sheets cannot print advertise- 
ments, letalone paragraphs, without obtain- 
ing first the sanction of the local press author- 
ities.

It is highly gratifying to find that in the Ad- 
ditional Wild Birds Vrotection Bill, which 
lately pessed through committee in the Lords, 
somethin, was at last dove for our very old 
friend, the owl. That bird of night has gotten, 
quite undeservedly, as many naturalists 
think, a very bad name, andit was high time 
for our hereditary legistators to speak upfor 
the sagacious, barmless and indeed useful 
biped which has been so long subjected to 
upjust disparagement. The most serious 
count in the indictment preferred against the 
owl is tbat he is a terrible destroyer of game, 
snatebine up avd devouring grouse, partrid- 
yes, hares, ducks, sparrows, squirrels and 
avytbing else inthe way of *‘fur and feath- 
ers’’ that comes bandy, and sometimes even 
‘“voing for’ wild turkey. In Virginia the 
farmers accuse him of equaling the fox asa 
depredator amongthe poultry. The Duke of 
buecleuch, however, strenuously denied 
that the owl was mischievous as a 
poacher. Ile might, remarked his Grace, 
occasionally pounce on a sickly partridge, 
buttbe damage which he might do among 
game Was more than counterbalanced by the

SOLDIERS OF FORTUNE. 


It Was a Yankee Who Blew Up the Chil. 
ian Transport Loa. 
} Callao Cor. San Francisco Chronicle. | 

As I sit in the shade of the larboard railing, 
writing this, I eee the Blanes and Huasewr 
putting slowly out from under cover of San 
Lorenzo point, and know that they will steam 
upto withinarespectable distance of the 
shore guns, open fire and after asbot or two 
retire to their old anch: rige. There, already 
a white puff leaves the Hvascar’s side, and by 
the time this sentence is finished the boom of 
the report will bave reached mv ears. The 
Chiliaus have the best ordnance, and, which 
isof much more consequence, have Ameri- 
cans to handleit. Nor is the otber side with- 
out its recruits from soldiers of fortune hail- 
ing from the Unitea States. The last exploit 
by one of these has created a considerable 
stir, and has already been referred to as the 
disaster to the Loa. It occurred the day 
before we arrived here,but every one is full 
of the affair, and these are some ofthe facts, 
all of which may not have reached you by 
telegraph: Onthe2ith of last month the 
Chilian transport Loa brought 406 wounded 
Peruvian soldiers—eomehow or other the 
oflicers do notturn up again—to Callao, and 
after landing them took her place among the 
blockaders. Tibeday before yesterday after- 
nocn tbe Loa, while patroling the coast be- 
tween San Lorenzo and <Ancon, vide atlas, 
saw aboat beating about the Hormigas de 
Tierra. The craft’s movements were so sus- 
picious thatthe Loa lowered two boats and 
gave chase, when the occupant took to a 
small canoe he had intowof the large boat 
and using his paddle vigorously escaped to 
theshbore. The Chiliansfound their prize to 
bealaunch containing vegetables aad garden 
stuff of all cGescriptions, a perfect bonan- 
za for a veesel on the lockade. No 
time was lostintowing the prize alongside 
the transport, nor was any lost in transfer- 
ring the welcome contents to her deck. It 
took actually about ten minutes te get the 
vegetables om board, and everything was out 
excepting a bag of potatoes, which lay in the 
bottom of theboat. This they had hooked on 
to and were bauling away, when it seemed as 
if the fuse of a thunderbolt had been toucned. 
A great mass of flame appeared to rise out of 
the very sea and envelop the Loa, which at 
that moment wasinfrontof the last of the 
neutral vessels at anchor to leeward of the 
bay. Immediately afterwards asecond ex- 
piosion was heard,less heavy than the ficst, 
und the doomed vessel was covered up and 
completely hidden by dense clouds of black 
smoke. When the smoke cleared away those 
on boardthe yet shaking vessels in the bay 
saw the Loa immovable and apparently un- 
damaged, when suddenly she appeared to 
stegver and reel, ber bows rose in the air and 
witb agreat plungze she went down, stera 
foremost. leaving only an immense voliume 
of steam hanging like a pail over ber watery 
erave. The water was not deep enouzh io 
totally enzulf the Joa and the tops of hertwo 
masts remained visible, with some of the 
vweew clirgingtothem. That crew had num- 
tered one bundred and eighty, officers aud 
men, and theugh they all went down in her 
some floated to the surface and were picked 
up by the English corvette Penguin and boats 
frou the other neutral vessels of war to the 
pumber of about tbhirsy as they were struge- 
vlipg in the water. A Chilian transport, 
then cigbt miles cff, steerecl to the scene of 
the disaster at full speed and received the 
s»ved, neariv all of whom, however, were 
wounded. It was dynamite uuder that fatal 
bag of potatoes. The business was engineer- 
ed bv a down-Haster named Col. Williams,

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Cuirassiers in the French Army. 
| Fromthe Pa'l Mall Gazette. | 

A question of some interest to military re- 
foymeis is now beipy debated in France. Of 
the twelve regiments of cuirassiers in the 
French army, six have been deprived of their 
armor by arecent decree, and transformed 
into ordinary cavalry, and this isin all prob- 
abilitv buta first step toward the total aboli- 
tionofthe force. Inthe last number ofthe 
Avenir Militaire this latter reform is strongly 
advocated. Itis not denied that this armor 
gives the cuirassier a relative invulnerability, 
which may be of great value in dangerous re- 
connoitering orgrequisitioning cxpeditions 
among a hostile but badly-armed population. 
On the other hand the choice has to be made 
between cuirass and carbine, experi- 
ence having proved that te give a man both 
isto make him perfectly useless,and the 
cuirassier With bis sabre and revolver makes 
buta poor show against modern infantrv. 
Several ways of meeting the difficulty have 
been suggested, either by adding a fifth regi- 
ment armed with carbines to every four regi- 
ments of cuirassiers, or by giving each cuir- 
assier regiment a squad of carbineers, oreven 
by introducing into each squad of cuirassiers 
four or five individuals armed in the ordinary 
fashion. This is what has been done in the 
German army, Which stilt retains ten regi- 
ments of cuirassiers, but has introduced into 
every squad of these regiments thirty-two 
carbineers. ‘The German military papers 
further declare tbat directiy France gives up 
her cuirassiers Germany will follow the ex- 
aiple. The statistics of other armies seem to 
sbow that the cuiras-icr will in all probability 
become an extinct species. Our own army 
possesses only three regiments: Russia has 
four: While there are none at all in the 
armies of Austria, Hungary and Italy.

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A Profitable Swindle. 
| From the Pall Mall Gazette. | 

A curious scandalin connection with the 
grouse trade was disclosed a few years.ago. 
It was occasioned by the cunning of a family 
(a fatber and three brothers) who acted as 
guards on one of the northera lines of railway. 
These men bought from keepers, through the 
axency of aconfederate, who shared in the 
profits of the swindle, all the poor grouse 
could be -obtained, ‘*cheepers,’’ 
**piners’’ and ‘‘cripples’* especially. These 
birds, by arrangement, were carefully packed 
aud consigned to a dealerin the South. Half 
a dozen hampers, we shall say, having been 
tilled with thesé outcasts of the moors, and 
culv labeled and sent to the station, were 
operated upon as soon as the train started by 
two of the brothers who regularly traveled by 
the train as guards. These men opened all the 
other hampers of grouse sent by the same 
train and, selecting the largest and fattest 
birds, replaced them. with ‘‘piners’”’ or 
‘*‘cheepers.”? Boxes consigned to pri- 
vate individuals were first operated upon, be- 
cause persons who receive presents of grouse 
do not usually look their gift-horse in the 


mouth, and therefore, in acknowledging re- } 


ceipt of such a present, sa¥ nothing about the 
quality of the birds. Dealers, of course, are 
not so reticent, and credit the account of the 
senders with the prices ouly which the birds 
are worth. The “oracle*’’ was, however, 
worked in this way: The grouse sent as pres- 
ents to private persons were first selected; 
and if there were not enough of these, the 
birds were chapged and changed, all round, 
till even the dealers could hardly make a 
complaint. The fine, heav¢ half-dozen brace 


of plump birds consigned to Lady A. were at 


once seized upon by the two guards, but they 
could not putin their very ‘‘starvlings’’ be- 
cause Lady A. was a judge of grouse.

SINCE Jerome Bonaparte s:umblel into

Bishop Feehan 
very well known in this eity, 
having dived bere for a considerable time 
during and after the war. Whenthe Caurea 
ofthe Immaculate Conception, now removed 
out totbe western part of the city and ina 
cbarge of Rev. Father ©’Reillv, was situated 
on the southeast corner of Lighth and Cheste 
nut streets, Father Feeban was its pastor and 
was well-known both for his scholarship and 
his efforts in behalf of bis parish anid 
the Church. His ability soon = attracted 
attention, anid he was removed to 
the Nashville diocese, Where he has distin- 
guisbed himself by his prudent and skillful 
administration.

Lt 
was hoped by his medical attendants that the 
malady would yield under complete rest and 
removal from the cares of office, but their 
expectations have not been realized. ‘The 
Bishop has of late been much more quiet, the 
violeiuce of his disease has disappeared, but 
bis recovery is pow deemed impossible, anda 
pension of $2,000 per annum has been 
apart for his use.

| Soidiering in Dakotah—The End of the 
Northern Pacific Kailroad—A Land 
of Little Promise. 


Special Corresp ondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
CAMP ON UPPER HEART River, D.T., 
N.P. R. R. EXTENSION, August 23.—The 
above mentioned military camp has been es- 
tablished about six miles below the point 
where the projected line of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad first pierces the Bad Lands. 
The section of country known as the “had 
jJands’’ extends over an area of about 150 
miles by about thirty miles,and presents some 
curious features. An exceilent and very ex- 
tensive view of them can be obtained from the 
table-Jand just above this camp, and on the 
main trailto the Little Missouri. The whole 
view bursts upon the vision at once. There 
is no mistaking the fact that you are looking 
upon bad landsindeed. ’Tis not the ‘“‘land 
ofthe cedar andthe vine,’’ nor yeta land 
where are heard the gay carols 
of birds in the morn, or the 
lonely song of the whippoorwill at eve. The 
scene is neither cheerful nor picturesque. 
Butthere stretches before the observer a 
picture of desolation apparently dead both to 
anlmai and vegetable life, and when the 


storm breaks upon the towering crests the 
scene becomes grand, gloomy and peculiar. 
Yet on the main trails through these lands 
good grazing can be found in spots for stock, 
and excellent sbheiter obtained for them from 
the pitiless blasts and blinding sbeets of snow 
that sweep over this entire region inthe win- 
ter; but parts of the lands are still unex- 
piored and impenetrable. A series of isolat- 
ed eminences of various sizes, heights and 
shapes, many of which resemble volcanoes. 
are seen. They have a burnat, barren and 
lifeless aspect. and the scene is verv 
much like a view of the mountains in the 
moon seen through powerful telescopes. 
It has been supposed by somé who have never 
seen these lands that water has been the sole 
agentintheir formation. This is a mistake. 
Denudation by water has been instrumental 
in completing, shaping and rounding off these 
hillocks, but the primeval cause has been tire. 
The workings of this agent are everywhere 
visible. The whole understructure originally 
consisted of various deposits of lignite. This 
has caught hre from unknown causes( possibiy 
spontaneous combustion), and, burning out, 
the superstructure cavedinand water has 
done the rest. Fissures can still be seen 
wherg combustibles are at a white heat. The 
writer bas observed veins of lignite wholly 
exposed in the sid«s of these hillocks and felt 
hot currents from fire beneath. Red cinders 
are very prevalent, and everything has achar- 
red appearance. Here isagreat field for 
the geologist, and m»ny valuable specimens 
will reward bis researches. Stumps of enor- 


mous size, of Which no trace of the tree can 
be seen, lie upturned from the earth: but on 


approaching them they are found to be per- 
fectly petrified, the woody fibre being perfectly 
preserved and Very distiact. The Lite Mis- 

souri divides the Bad Lands near!y into halves 
| longitudinally. This river wou!d be recogniz- 

ed at once by the peopie of Missouri as first 
cousin tothe **Biv’’ Missouri. The line of 
the N. P. R. R. erosses the Little Missouri 
about 150 miles west of Bismarck. ‘The end 
of the track is at this date 117 miles from Bis- 
marck, and work is rapidly being pushed for- 
ward at the rate of one anda half miles a dav. 
Graciog is going on betweenthe l.ittle Mas- 
souri and the Yellowstene. The workmen are 
protected by (United States troops. Three 
companies of the Sevenih Cavalrv and
